WITNESSETH that the parties hereto hereby covenant, promise and agree, each 
with the other, as follows:- 


1. That the Contractor, for the considerations hereinafter mentioned, has agreed with Her 
Majesty to do, furnish and perform the works, labor, tools, implements, machinery, plant, 
equipment, materials, matters and things required to be done, furnished and performed in the 
manner hereinafter described, in connections with the maintenance of a marine aids to navigation 
service (herein referred to as ‘the said service’) upon terms and conditions as herein provided. 


2. Equipment

4.2 Immediately upon this contract coming into effect, the Contractor shall inspect each of 
the buoys listed on the Schedule of Rates to determine that it is in the position 
described, and where applicable, that the lights, etc. are functioning. 


Should any buoys be out of position or any buoy lights, etc. not functioning, the 
Contractor shall immediately report this discrepancy by fax, telephone or e-mail to the 
Supervisor, Aids to Navigation Operations.

4. Inspection 


4.1 The Supervisor, Aids to Navigation Operations has the right to inspect the marine aids 
to navigation as often as deemed necessary to satisfy the department that the buoys are being 
maintained in accordance with the Specifications attached hereto. 


4.2 Immediately upon this contract coming into effect, the Contractor shall inspect each of 
the buoys listed on the Schedule of Rates to determine that it is in the position 
described, and where applicable, that the lights, etc. are functioning.

4. Inspection 


4.1 The Supervisor, Aids to Navigation Operations has the right to inspect the marine aids 
to navigation as often as deemed necessary to satisfy the department that the buoys are being 
maintained in accordance with the Specifications attached hereto. 


4.2 Immediately upon this contract coming into effect, the Contractor shall inspect each of 
the buoys listed on the Schedule of Rates to determine that it is in the position 
described, and where applicable, that the lights, etc. are functioning. 


Should any buoys be out of position or any buoy lights, etc. not functioning, the 
Contractor shall immediately report this discrepancy by fax, telephone or e-mail to the 
Supervisor, Aids to Navigation Operations.

Agreement and shall be determined and ended on the date of termination 
indicated in such notice. 


25.2 Upon termination of this contract the Contractor shall have no claim against 
Her Majesty under this contract except to be paid in respect of the services 
performed hereunder up to the date of such cancellation, less any sums there- 
fore paid on account thereof and less any costs pursuant to clauses 1.5 and 
1.6 of these General Conditions, all as may be evidenced by the certificate 
of the Supervisor, Aids to Navigation Operations, which certificate shall be a condition 
precedent to the right of the Contractor to any such payment. 


26. Acts and Regulations 


26.1 The Owner and/or master of the vessel(s) used in the performance of this 
Contract warrants that such vessel(s) will have and maintain current 

throughout the contract period, certificates for crew and vessel and 
lifesaving carriage equipment requirements as defined by the applicable 
regulations and sections of the Canada Shipping Act (CSA). All navigational 
signals and equipment shall be in an operational order as required by the 
Collision Regulations of the CSA. . 

26.2 The owner/master will be required to show proof of compliance. The 

. owner/master is urged to consult with the Transport Canada Marine Safety 

Branch in your area who will assess the safety requirements for your 
operations to determine the certification requirements." 


NOTE: Failure to provide the proof of certification( Masters Certificates 
and Vessel Safety Certificates) by award date which is fifteen (15) 
days after the closing will void this contract, and the contract will be 
awarded to the next qualified contractor. 


26.3 Without limiting the generality of the foregoing, the Owner/or master will provide in 
good working order, as part of the vessel's equipment: a compass, Marine Radar, 
depth sounder, VHF radio and DGPS receiver. Carriage of a cellular phone is also 
recommended.
